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Member Sues to Force GHI 


Greenbelt may be becoming 
a frontline in the tobacco wars 
which are raging between smok- 
ers’ rights advocates and clean air 
activists. Greenbelt Homes, Inc 
(GHI) has been sued by one of 
its members for failing to enforce 
the provision of the Mutual Own- 
ership Contract which requires 
members to refrain from “any 
act or thing that shall or may be 
a nuisance, annoyance, inconve- 
nience” to their neighbors. 

The GHI member/plaintiff in- 
cludes his next door neighbors of 
14 years in the lawsuit claiming 
that the next door neighbors/civil 
defendants’ smoking in their unit 
and on their patio is a nuisance 
interfering with his enjoyment of 
his property and posing a danger to 
his health from secondhand smoke. 


In a civil suit filed in Prince 
George’s County Circuit Court, 
the non-smoking GHI member 
seeks $300,000 in compensa- 
tory damages plus an additional 
$300,000 in punitive damages 
to his health and the diminished 
market value of his cooperative 
townhouse unit. He also seeks 
an injunction banning his neigh- 
bors from smoking inside their 
townhouse or in the adjacent 
yards and a declaration that GHI 
violated his Mutual Ownership 
Contract when it did not forbid 
his neighbors to smoke. His at- 
torneys in the lawsuit are Smoke- 
free DC board member J. P. 
Szymkowicz and Rita Turner 
who is the deputy director of the

| HI Besides Budget, Greenbelt Council 
To Ban Neighbor's Smoking Deals with Broad Array of Issues

Although eclipsed by Green- 
belt City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin’s presentation of his 
proposed Fiscal Year 2012 bud- 
get at the March 28 city council 
meeting, other items on the agen- 
da also drew council attention. 
A proposed city ordinance and 
a resolution were introduced for 
first reading. City action regard- 
ing notice for residential property 
foreclosures was also proposed. 
In addition Mayor Judith Davis 
made a request regarding the 
2011 National League of Cities 
meeting. 

The first presentation was 
an opportunity for Aaron Mar- 
cavitch, new director of the 
Anacostia Trails Heritage Area 
(ATHA), to introduce himself and 
brief council on recent restruc- 
turing of ATHA and discuss the 
group’s initiatives. Marcavitch 
said ATHA has been transformed 
from a quasi-governmental entity 
into a nonprofit organization with 
a governing body for overall 
policy and a management board 
for day-to-day operations. 


CARES 2012 Budget at 
Remains Same Level as 


Director Liz Park presented 
her department’s accomplish- 
ments Monday, April 4 in a Fiscal 
Year 2012 budget worksession on 
Social Services. The proposed 
budget includes $854,000 for 
Greenbelt CARES. All council- 
members were present, with the 
exception of Councilmember Leta 
Mach, who sent in questions. 

The budget emphasizes the 
“Greenbelt CARES” name, chosen 
in part to eliminate confusion with 
Prince George’s County Depart- 
ment of Social Services. Greenbelt 
CARES provides an array of social 
services and educational programs 
to enhance the quality of life for 
Greenbelt residents in addition to 
those provided by the county. 

Park explained the name also 
was chosen to underscore the 
department’s philosophy and vi- 
sion. The letters don’t stand for 
anything, she said, “It’s just that 
we care.” Council agreed. 

“These programs are so impor- 
tant to us,’ Councilmember Silke 
Pope said, referencing her own 
observations of CARES in action 
at Springhill Lake Elementary 
School. 

Youth and Family Services, the 
largest component of Greenbelt 
CARES with a proposed budget 
of $584,500, is the department’s 
family counseling program that 
promotes responsible behavior 
and family management skills.

Funding opportunities for proj- 
ects in the ATHA area will con- 
tinue to focus on the Anacostia 
Trails Area but he sees ATHA 
reaching out to other cities and 
towns in Prince George’s County, 
such as Laurel and Bowie, in or- 
der to stimulate more interest in 
the business community for tour- 
ism in the county. He described 
a concentrated effort as well to 
promote the 200th anniversary of 
the War of 1812 and the major 
battle which took place in the 
Port Towns area surrounding 
Bladensburg. 

Marcavitch noted the juxtapo- 
sition of that celebration with the 
75th Anniversary of Greenbelt’s 
founding, the 125th anniversary 
for Hyattsville and a more ex- 
panded 1812-1814 celebration in 
Baltimore. 

Members of council wished 
Marcavitch well with the new 
organization. When he noted 
that a May 8 planning meeting is 
scheduled in Greenbelt, council- 
members suggested that attention 
be directed to better signage for

CARES also provides vocational/ 
educational services including 
GED, ESOL, babysitting and tu- 
toring classes; staff liaison to the 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion; and the Crisis Intervention 
Program. The latter provides 
crisis counseling to victims of 
crime and follow-up services to 
individuals who may have had 
contact with the police because of 
a suicide, death of a family mem- 
ber or a community crisis. 

While the budget is at about 
the same level as the current year, 
city funding will be increased by 
$30,600 due to the loss of grants 
from other organizations. A fed- 
eral and state grant that funded 
a part-time juvenile delinquency 
outreach counselor will phase out 
this December. The budget pro- 
poses using other unspent funds 
to pay for that position until the 
end of the fiscal year and sets as 
an objective for the budget year 
of finding additional funds for 
future years. 

Recent CARES’ accomplish- 
ments include a finding by the 
Maryland Department of Juvenile 
Services that 97 percent of the 
young people counseled through 
CARES in Fiscal Year 2008 were 
not adjudicated delinquent two 
years after counseling ended. 

“IT see the difference that it 
makes. You’re doing an awesome 
job. People here in Greenbelt are 





the ATHA area and improved 
connectivity for ATHA trails like 
those around Lake Artemesia 
in College Park and Berwyn 
Heights. 

Disclosure 

Introduced for first reading 
was a proposed update of the 
Greenbelt city code on Financial 
Disclosure. Proposed changes 
would require certain city em- 
ployees (those not covered by a 
collective bargaining agreement 
and classified at or above Sal- 
ary Grade 22 as well as police 
command staff at the rank of or 
above lieutenant) to file an an- 
nual report of gifts received for 
the previous year on or before 
April 30 of each year. 

Also introduced for first 
reading was a resolution to ne- 
gotiate upgrades to the outdoor 
swimming pool from Wilcoxen 
Construction of Rockville at 
a cost not to exceed $38,000. 
This work is required by the 
Prince George’s County Health

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General Government Worksession 
On Budget Gets the Ducks in a Row 


Right on the heels of City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin’s 
proposed Fiscal Year 2012 bud- 
get presentation on March 28, 
the Greenbelt City Council held 
its first budget worksession on 
Wednesday, March 30 in the 
Community Center Multi-purpose 
Room. All councilmembers 
were present and McLaughlin, 
Assistant City Manager David 
Moran and City Treasurer Jeff 
Williams provided background 
materials for the session. 

Although McLaughlin had 
fulfilled his charter obligation to 
present his proposed budget at 
the earlier Monday council meet- 
ing, the actual printed budget 
document was still not ready for 
this Budget Overview and Gen- 
eral Government Worksession. 
City staff had, however, placed 
the budget on the city website. 
Because of a breakdown of the 
city copying machine, the actual 
printed budget documents would 
not be available until the fol- 
lowing week. (See the Proposed 
FY12 Budget at www.green- 
beltmd.gov. Click on the link 
to Budget on the left to find a 
menu that includes the proposed 
FY12 budget.) 

Council Initiative 

Mayor Judith Davis has de- 
veloped a tradition at the first 
budget worksession to ask the 
city manager for documents, 
charts, graphs or lists of infor- 
mation that have been, or may 
be, useful as council reviews the 
budget. This year other council- 
members are joining that parade. 

Davis started the night’s re- 
view with a look back at the city 
manager’s March 28 transmittal 
letter for the Proposed Fiscal 
Year 2012 Budget. Individual 
requests for information flowed 
from there. 

Davis requested a rundown of 
council expenses for attendance 
at conferences and an explana- 
tion of the city functions covered 
by the County Tax Differential 
formula. She also noted the city 
has received state certification of 
having met the “Constant Yield 
Tax Rate” for Fiscal Year 2011. 
Councilmember Leta Mach re- 
quested staff to better identify 
program areas that appear out of 
order in the budget document or 
are the responsibility of one de- 
partment but charged in another 
department’s budget. Council- 
member Emmett Jordan asked 
for a list of all grant requests 
from other agencies the city has 
made during the year. 

Both Jordan and Council- 
member Konrad Herling reiter- 
ated requests for more efforts by 
the city in reaching out to the 
Greenbelt business community. 
More generally they sought to 
build individual relationships 
rather than to deal with groups 
such as shopping districts and 
hotels. They noted from budget 
materials that there are nearly

1,000 businesses in Greenbelt. 

Jordan also pushed for a more 
focused look at city fee-support- 
ed programs and Davis suggest- 
ed that the manager’s request for 
consideration of debt refinancing 
and a new bond issue for capital 
projects be discussed at a sepa- 
rate, added budget worksession. 

Budget Elements 

Another important item to 
council is the June 2011 renewal 
of the city’s contract for operat- 
ing the Old Greenbelt Theatre, 
which McLaughlin had indicated 
had a one-year renewal option. 

With the manager’s budget 
proposal to raise waste collec- 
tion rates, councilmembers asked 
for a comparison of Greenbelt 
rates with those of other juris- 
dictions and/or private haulers. 
McLaughlin said that is usually 
provided at the Public Works 
budget worksession. 

Another request arose during 
review of the manager’s letter, 
which on page 4 listed various 
savings to help the city meet the 
challenges of a static economy. 
Council urged that information 
be included in the actual budget 
document. 

Pages 6, 7 and 8 of the man- 
ager’s transmittal letter list the 
“Goals for FY 2012” derived 
from the city 2008 visioning ex- 
ercise and the 2009 council goal. 
Led by the mayor, this section 
engendered a considerable dis- 
cussion, especially on Goal #8, 
“Maintain and Improve Fiscal 
Sustainability.” 

Davis wanted an additional 
element accommodating elec- 
tronic payment options for city 
transactions. Herling and Jordan 
pressed city efforts to expand 
outreach to the Greenbelt busi- 
ness community. 

A section of the transmittal 
letter discussed the Tax Differ- 
ential system where Greenbelt 
taxpayers pay a lower tax rate to 
the county and the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission based on a formula 
crediting city service in those 
areas. The manager’s letter said 
that the county tax differential 
for Greenbelt would be decreased 
by .005 cents causing Greenbelt 
taxpayers a slight increase (.002 
cents) in the county tax rate from 
78.3 cents to 78.5 cents. 

McLaughlin explained that 
since the tax differential formula 
is finite, the 26 municipalities 
share the “pie.” Since the City 
of Bowie has established its own 
police department, Bowie gets a 
proportionate share increase and 
Greenbelt’s share decreases. 

Capital Improvements 

During discussion of the Cap- 
ital Improvements section in 
the transmittal letter, the topic 
of “Gateway” signs for enter- 
ing Greenbelt came up. Under 
Replacement Fund council fo- 
cused on a $35,000 item to re- 
place the city’s aerial lift truck. 


McLaughlin said the current 
truck needed to be replaced. He 
added that the City of College 
Park has expressed interest in 
sharing the cost of the replace- 
ment vehicle. 

Council next turned to the 
budget itself. Nine individual 
budgets are included in the Gen- 
eral Government section. These 
are City Council, City Adminis- 
tration, Elections, Finance & Ad- 
ministrative Services, Information 
Technology, Legal Counsel, Mu- 
nicipal Building, Public Informa- 
tion and Community Promotion, 
and Public Officers Associations. 
Although the Greenbelt Museum 
director is included among the 
18.5 General Government staff 
positions, the museum budget is 
included in the budget’s Miscel- 
laneous section. 

General Government 

Overall expenditures proposed 
for General Government total 
$ 2,609,000, which is $75,000 
over the adopted FY11 budget 
and $21,400 over the estimated 
actual transactions for the ac- 
count in FY11. 

$22,000 of that increase is 
attributable to costs of the No- 
vember 2011 city election. No 
increase in staffing 1s proposed 
but most other increases can be 
attributed to higher costs in em- 
ployee benefits. 

In a note labeled “Workload,” 
the budget document discusses 
a longstanding staff concern. 
“Additional staff can be well 
utilized in every department,” 
the document says, “if resources 
were available. Specifically 
within General Government, the 
expansion of council from five 
to seven has caused an increased 
workload, especially as more 
councilmembers have become 
more involved in other regional 
organizations.” 

In addition, plans for a 75th 
anniversary for the city in 2012, 
the city’s potential use of or 
responsibility for the historic 
portion of the Greenbelt Middle 
School and the conduct of a 
city election in November will 
further stress the administrative 
staff. Also noted was that the 
assistant city manager provides 
up to 50 percent of his time to 
state and county legislative or 
policy issues. 

Near the end of the work- 
session one citizen focused on 
council’s participation in confer- 
ences away from the city. Al- 
though recognizing the value of 
participation to the councilmem- 
ber or to the city through new 
ideas, the speaker felt that in a 
tough budget period this might 
be an area that could be reduced. 

Another citizen was more 
interested in transparency con- 
cerning such conference-related 
costs as being borne by taxpay- 
ers, feeling some of those costs 
should possibly be shared by 
councilmembers. 
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Department following its inspection 
of the main outdoor pool and is 
needed for an annual license before 
the pool opening on May 28. 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan, noting that the Wilcoxen bid 
was highest of three bids received 
for the project, wondered why 
the other bids had been rejected. 
McLaughlin said that after check- 
ing the bidders’ credentials and 
experience, Wilcoxen had a much 
better record. Seventy-five per- 
cent of the of the project’s cost 
can be covered through Project 
Open Space funds. 

Following a previous council 
request McLaughlin sought di- 
rection on developing proposed 
legislation requiring those in- 
dividuals authorized to conduct 
foreclosure sales of real property 
to provide written notice to the 
city within five calendar days 
after filing an Order to Docket 
or a complaint to Foreclose a 
Mortgage or Deed of Trust on a 
residential property in the city. 
The city solicitor had crafted 
the proposed legislation based 
on similar legislation in force in 
College Park. 

Its impetus is the need for the 
city’s Code Enforcement staff 
to be aware in advance of such 
sales to assure that code viola- 
tions associated with such fore- 
closed properties are addressed 
as part of the sale. Council had 
questions regarding timing of 
such notices and whether the leg- 
islation could include notifications 
for condominiums, cooperatives 
and homeowner associations. 

National Meeting 

At the request of Mayor Ju- 
dith Davis, council approved a 
letter to the National League of 
Cities registering concern regard- 
ing scheduling of the November 
8-12, 2011, Congress of Cities 
meeting in Phoenix, Ariz. This 
date conflicts with scheduled mu- 
nicipal elections on November 8. 
Officials from those cities may 
have to forego or miss part of the 
proceedings. 

By a vote of five to two, with 
Councilmembers Rodney Roberts 
and Jordan voting no, council 
approved a motion to purchase a 


compact hybrid sport utility ve- 
hicle (SUV) to replace two older 
vehicles in the Recreation Depart- 
ment. The 2011 Ford Escape 
Hybrid SUV, costing $26,698, 
would be used primarily to ac- 
company other recreation-spon- 
sored vehicles on trips outside the 
city for carrying cargo and being 
available to return participants to 
Greenbelt because of illness or 
other emergency. 

As in nearly every year for the 
past 25, the city received a Fis- 
cal Year 2011 award for Distin- 
guished Budget Presentation from 
the Government Finance Officers 
Association. 

State Legislation 

Council considered and sup- 
ported unanimously four piec- 
es of legislation supported by 
the Maryland Municipal League 
which may get through the wan- 
ing days of the Maryland General 
Assembly session in Annapolis. 

The first item, SB 822 and HB 
1188, would establish a “Com- 
munities for a Lifetime’ program 
in Maryland. The law would 
create a state plan and provide 
resources to local governments to 
facilitate aging-in-place programs. 
The bills had been recommended 
by a Statewide Empowerment 
Zones for Seniors Commission. 
In a 2009 report the Commission 
cited the Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living (GAIL) program for “Best 
Practice” in such programs. 

HB 1234 would establish a 
state task force to study and iden- 
tify opportunities for placement 
underground of existing overhead 
utility lines. Its purpose would be 
to reduce increasing incidents of 
power outages due to falling trees. 

HB 1137 would allow a lo- 
cal government to enact laws 
requiring banks or investment 
firms owning residential property 
to secure it and keep it free of 
dead or overgrown vegetation 
and debris. 

The last bill, HB 1055, would 
prohibit wireless communication 
towers on public school property 
in Prince George’s County. This 
prohibition stemmed from a po- 
tential health problem associated 
with communication towers.

that includes $76,200 for the op- 
eration of the Green Ridge House 
Service Coordination Program. 
That program is entirely funded 
by a federal grant and funds paid 
by Green Ridge House. 

“You have a very good team,” 
Davis said. 

In response to a question from 
Councilmember Emmett Jordan, 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin reported that about half of the 
residents served by GAIL reside 
in Greenbelt Center, with the 
majority of the remainder from 
Greenbelt East. He said this 
mirrors the distribution of seniors 
living alone among the three 
parts of Greenbelt. 

The proposed FY12 Greenbelt 
CARES budget accounts for about 
3.4 percent of proposed city expen- 
ditures — the same level adopted 


in the Fiscal Year 2011 budget. 
Performance measures cited by the 
department indicate that it expects 
to serve about the same number 
of people in FY12 as they did in 
FY11. No changes in professional 
staffing levels are planned. 

Greenbelt’s budgeting pro- 
cess continues through May 25 
with additional worksessions on 
public safety, capital projects, 
public works and recreation, 
among others. Public hearings 
will be held on April 26 and 
May 23 at 8 p.m. in the coun- 
cil room. 

One Greenbelt resident who 
attended Monday’s worksession — 
and plans to attend all the others 
— invited fellow residents to join 
her. “The sessions,” she said, 
“are a wonderful opportunity to 
learn more about the city.” 
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Greenbelt resident Alejandra Vides-Austin participated in 
the 18th Annual Sierra Youth Cribbage Tournament in 
Grass Valley, Cal.

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University of Maryland School of 
Law Center for Tobacco Regula- 
tion. 
Neighbor’s Complaints 

In the lawsuit, the plaintiff 
complains that his neighbors’ 
cigarette smoking causes him 
“serious discomfort, irritation and 
illness Gancluding headaches, irri- 
tated eyes and an irritated nose).” 

He presents the findings of 
consultant James L. Repace, vis- 
iting assistant clinical profes- 
sor, Department of Family and 
Community Medicine at Tufts 
University School of Medicine. 
Repace, author of over 80 sci- 
entific papers, is a nationally 
recognized expert on the effects 
of secondhand tobacco smoke 
and his work has been quoted in 
surgeons’ general reports on the 
adverse health effects of smok- 
ing. Repace used a nicotine 
monitor to measure the level of 
nicotine in the townhouse unit for 
33 days. The monitoring found 
that the average nicotine level 
in the plaintiff’s home and his 
average daily secondhand smoke/ 
nicotine exposure, produces an 
excess chronic mortality risk that 
exceeds by 910 times the de mi- 
nimis risk level used by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency 
for hazardous air pollutants. 

Consultant Repace’s report ref- 
erenced the 2006 Health Conse- 
quences of Involuntary Exposure 
to Tobacco Smoke: A Report of 
the surgeon general finding that 
there are at least 250 chemicals 
in secondhand smoke that are 
known to be toxic or carcino- 
genic. The surgeon general de- 
scribed compounds in slipstream 
tobacco smoke (that smoke to 
which non-smoking bystanders 
are exposed) that are known to 
cause pulmonary edema, immune 
alterations, cardiac arrthythmias 
and hepatotoxic and neurologic 
conditions. According to Repace, 
epidemiological studies have 
“convincingly” demonstrated that 
secondhand smoke is associated 
with an increased risk for car- 
diovascular disease and estimated 
increase in risk of cardiovascular 
disease from exposure to second- 
hand smoke is 25 to 30 percent 
above that of unexposed persons. 

GHI Position 

In response, GHI emphasizes 
that it has done all that can be 
done structurally and in mediat- 
ing between neighbors and that it 
is not a non-smoking community. 

The housing cooperative de- 
scribes complaints about smoke 
odors from both the current law- 
suit’s plaintiff and the neighbors 
on the other side beginning soon 
after the smokers moved in. In 
1997 GHI maintenance crews 
sealed wall openings between 
the smokers’ unit and plaintiff’s 
unit and also the common wall 
with the neighbors on the other 
side. These efforts are estimated 
by GHI as costing approximately 
$10,000 in parts and labor to seal 
wall openings. When the 1997 
work was completed, GHI retained 
an industrial hygienist who noted 
the excellent job of sealing pos- 
sible smoke migration pathways; 
the industrial hygienist detected no 
smoke odors at that time. 


GHI describes extensive ren- 
ovations by the non-smoking 
plaintiff to his unit in 2008 which 
stripped parts of walls down to 
the studs. Not long after the 
renovations, plaintiff’s complaints 
of smoke odors began again. 
Extensive efforts at mediation 
by staff, a member complaints 
panel and the board of directors 
could not resolve the differences 
between neighbors. After all of 
its attempts at conciliation, GHI 
notified the non-smoking plaintiff 
member that nothing more could 
be done about his complaint since 
it is not a non-smoking com- 
munity. 

In a court filing, GHI also 
notes that although all members 
have the ability to propose/re- 
quest rules changes, plaintiff has 
never requested that GHI or any 
part of it be made smoke-free. 

Decreased Smoking 

The GHI members who are 
civil defendants in the lawsuit 
claim that they no longer smoke 
inside of their townhouse. One 
of the couple has developed a 
lung tumor and has ceased smok- 
ing while the other, in consid- 
eration of the spouse’s medical 
condition, only smokes outside 
on the patio. 

Impact on Neighbors 

Because the plaintiff sought an 
immediate injunction, there was 
a preliminary hearing in August 
2010 at which three neighbors, 
not parties to the lawsuit, testi- 
fied. The neighbor on the other 
side of the smokers’ unit testi- 
fied to the exacerbation of her 
asthma when the tobacco smoke 
enters her unit. She has to use 
her rescue inhaler and has moved 
to a bedroom on the opposite 
side of the house from where her 
neighbors typically smoke. She 
described smoke odors in her 
clothing stored in a closet adja- 
cent to the common wall with the 
smoking neighbors. She said she 
could not use her screened porch 
when the neighbors smoked out- 
side and has to shut her windows 
to try to keep smoke from patio 
smoking from coming into her 
unit. 

Other neighbors, not adja- 
cent to the smokers’ townhouse, 
described having to close their 
windows against the smoke and 
developing headaches from expo- 
sure to the smoke. 

Current Status 

After the preliminary hearing 
in August 2010, Prince George’s 
County Circuit Court Judge Al- 
bert Northrup denied a motion 
for a declaratory judgment that 
the secondhand smoke was a 
nuisance prescribed by the GHI 
Mutual Ownership Contract, de- 
nied a motion to order the smok- 
ers not to smoke outside on their 
patio and issued a temporary 
order, with the consent of the 
smoking defendants, forbidding 
smoking inside the townhouse 
unit. The non-smoking plaintiff 
has appealed the denial of the 
declaratory judgment and the in- 
junction against outside smoking 
to the Maryland Court of Special 
Appeals. A full trial of remain- 
ing issues is scheduled for later 
this year.

Mrs. Austin in 
1999 moved from Springhill Lake 
to Ridge Road, where she now 
lives. A legal secretary with a 
law firm in Washington, D.C., 
she is a season ticket holder who 
attends every home game and 
some away games, whenever she 
can. 

“T bought tickets even before 
I knew she had made the team. 
I had that much confidence in 
her,” said the proud grandmother. 
“When she puts her mind to 
something, she sticks with it.” 

Austin tactfully deflected my 
question about Sequoia’s pos- 


sible future as a pro player. “I 
always want for her what makes 
her happy; I see her as a fan- 
tastic teacher. She makes good 
choices,” Austin said. 

One good choice Sequoia 
made was to listen to Gary Dan- 
iels, a family friend who, before 
she entered high school, encour- 
aged her to play basketball. Af- 
ter learning to play haphazardly 
at age 4 (!), Sequoia improved 
her game exponentially when, as 
she says, Daniels “began working 
with me.

So drivers can see you! 
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Goddard’s Webb Telescope 
Awes Area Science Writers 


by Eric Villard 


On Saturday, March 26 mem- 
bers of the D.C. Science Writ- 
ers Association (DCSWA) got 
a behind-the-scenes look at the 
planning for the James Webb 
Space Telescope (JWST), the 
most ambitious and challenging 
Space astronomy project since 
Hubble Space Telescope. 

Scientists and engineers at 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center (GSFC) in Greenbelt 
wowed visiting DCSWA mem- 
bers and guests with an infor- 
mation session and tour of the 
facilities where Webb is under 
development. Deputy Technical 
Project Manager Paul Geithner 
and Research Astrophysicist Am- 
ber Straughn presented both the 
technical and scientific sides of 
the JWST endeavor. 

The engineering hurdles of 
Webb require nothing short of 
perfection: launching the folded 
telescope and ensuring it is as 
graceful as an origami crane 
when it comes time to unfold, 
polishing mirrors such that they 
deform to just the right shape 
when exposed to the cold of 
space and shielding the sensi- 
tive array from the glare of the 
sun while somehow balancing 
the extreme heat on Webb’s sun- 
shield with the extreme cold on 
its shadowed side. A daunt- 
ing task? Yes, but doable with 
NASA know-how and persever- 
ance, say the engineers. 

All of the hard work has the 
promised payoff of allowing hu- 
manity to gaze farther into the 
cosmos than ever before and see 
further back in time than was ever 
possible, back to the epoch of the 
very first stars and galaxies that 
first lit up the cosmos when the 
universe was only a few percent 
of its current age. A little closer 
to home, the telescope will look 
at nearby exoplanets’ atmospheres 
and perhaps determine if they 
could be suitable homes for life. 

Writers Intrigued 

The presentations intrigued 
DCSWA science writers and 
their younger guests alike. This 
showed how the telescope’s cul- 
tural impact transcends genera- 
tions with the enticing and time- 
less questions it will address: are

we alone in the universe? How 
were the galaxies born and how 
did they evolve? The writers had 
no shortage of questions for their 
hosts regarding the complexi- 
ties and meticulous operations 
planned for the immense space 
observatory. 

The day ended with a visit 
to GSFC Building 29 Space- 
craft Systems Development and 
Integration Facility. Visitors 
were captivated by the sight of 
one of the largest clean rooms 
in the world. Pieces of Webb 
are coming together here from 
manufacturing facilities and in- 
strument development labs spread 
across the United States, Canada 
and Europe. The visitors were 
especially fascinated by the fact 
that components of Webb and 
ultimately its fully assembled 
segments mirror must travel back 
and forth across the country in 
special trucks to various fabrica- 
tion and testing facilities. Visi- 
tors looked with awe upon vari- 
ous pieces of Webb, including its 
spare mirror. The large golden 
shimmering object is only one of 
many that will comprise Webb’s 
segmented “fly’s-eye” array that 
is 6.5 meters across. 

And the excitement over the 
telescope is not simply confined 
to the Goddard campus. JWST 
has even gone viral on more 
than one occasion. A video blog 
by Vlogbrothers explains just 
how awesome the Webb Tele- 
scope is (http://www.youtube. 
com/watch?v=ihpNNBmJypE). 
Meanwhile, star-struck rapper 
Milky J mourned Hubble’s depar- 
ture on Late Night with Jimmy 
Fallon (http://www.nasa.gov/top- 
ics/people/features/nasa-gotchu. 
html). But there’s no need to 
mourn; Hubble had its glorious 
heyday. New discovery, thy 
name is Webb. 

Like Hubble, Webb promises 
to inspire a new generation of 
sky watchers. And given GSFC’s 
monumental care and upgrading 
of the Hubble Space Telescope, 
Webb is the next logical step to 
ushering in an exciting new era 
of space astronomy.

Maryland Governor Martin 
O’Malley and Greenbelt Middle 
School’s Radical Readers shared 
a big day on March 31.
